and there his fellow tribesmen are living 
Under the charge of Miss Noble, the Indian 
teacher. and Uncle Sam.

TO BE ARRESTED. 

For several days past the attorneys, the 
Justice of the Peace who held the inquest, 
and Indian Agent Preston have been in 
consultation with United States District 
Attorney Denis concerning the killing of 
Alvatiez, and, in consequence of which, 
United States Commissioner Van Dyke has 
issued a warrant for the arrest of Antonio 


on a charge of murder. All the witnesses 


to the affair will now be summoned before 
the Commissioner, and if it appears that a 
crime has been committed on Federal terri- 
tory, Antonio will be held for indictment by 
the United States Grand Jury. There 
seems to be no doubt that if the shooting 
was done on the grant occupied by the In- 
dians that the Government alone has juris- 
diction, and the county of San Diegoand 
State of California should be put to no ex- 
pense in the matter. 


THE BLIND BOSS FREE. 


The Indictment Against Christopher 
A. Buckley Dismissed 

In consequence of the continued illness 
of Judge Cheney his place on the bench in 
Department No. 1 of the Superior Court was 
occupied yesterday by Judge Gardiner,who 
also heard the cases that ordinarily would 
have come before him in his own court. 

The fact that “Boss” Buckley, the Demo- 
cratic manager and wirepuller, who has 
been indicted by the Grand Jury of Los 
Angeles for his alleged connectioh with the 
Los Angeles Turf and Grain Exchange,” 
was to stand his trial had got spread abroad 
among the delegates from the north to the 
Democratic State Convention, and conse- 

uently when Mr. Buckley with his re- 
tinue of attendants, comprising Maurice 
Schmitt, Jerry Driscoll, Peter F. Dunne and 
J. Rothschild filed into court they were fol- 
lowed by a considerable number of visitors 
desirous of witnessing how their ven- 
erated leader would be treated. 

When the littie coterie of politicians were 
seated, Deputy District Attorney Payton 
arose, and after a moment’s hesitation moved 
that as regards the defendant Buckley the 
case be dismissed, there not being evidence 
to sustain the allegations of the indictment. 

Stephen M. White, Esq., who represented 
the Democratic chieftain, then said: “Of 
course, Your Honor, we knew this case 
would be dismissed on the grounds men- 
tioned, but we desire that the record may 
show the facts. Mr. Buckley feels naturally 
aggrieved at the matter, feeling as he does 
perfectly innocent, and it is due to him that 
the motion to dismiss came from the 
prosecution, and we would wish that the 
record may show that it was on account of 
the insufficiency of the evidence. 

“As forthe cases against the other de- 
fendahts,” continued Mr. White, Messrs. 
Rodman and Schwartz,I have been alto- 
gether too busy to prepare the necessary 
affidavits, and must ask furtheptime. The 
names of all the witnesses examined by the 
Grand Jury ought to have appeared on the 
information, but they are not there. I have 
talked with one of the witnesses, and he 
told me just what his testimony was, and 
his name is not on the information. I will 
have to ask that the cases be carried over 
untii Tuesday next at2 o’clock.” 

The Court having made an order to the 
above effect, the Buckley contingent left 
the courtroom with every appearance of be- 
ing well satisfied with themselves. 


SOLENTIFIO. 


A Bug That Feeds on the Ladybug, ° 
which Needs “Protection.” 
During a recent visit to San Jacinto J. W. 
Hudson, former proprietor of the Register 
of that place, noticed a peculiar bug—half 
worm and half bug—feeding upon ladybugs 
which it had captured. Being aware that 
the orchardists of California are desirous of 
increasing the number of ladybugs in order 
to destroy the scalebug on orange trees, he 
procured a couple of specimens, along with 
a ladybug, and they are nowat the com- 
mand of any entomologist who cares to see 
them in order to suggest some means ot 
“protecting” the ladybugs. The bugs, which 
seem to be carnivorous, are about half an 
inch long, have several legs on the fore part 
of their body,and have bright red spots 
upon their backs, similar to the color of 
ladybugs. This is probably due toa law of 
Nature, which gives to some animals a 
culiar color and enables it to obtain its food 
more readily. The bugs, when observed, 
were feeding upon the ladybugs which they 
had captured, and had probably poisoned 
with a stinger, with which the latter por- 
tion of their bodies seems provided.

How she Was Injured in a Street

Anna B. Ellis yesterday filed a complaint 
in a suit she has just commenced against 
the California Southern and Atlantic and 
Pacific Transfer Company.

THE BLOCKADE ON THE sOUr R- 
ERN PACIPIC RAISED. 


Democratic Delegates Departing for 
Their Homes—The San Pedro, Los 
Angeles and Utah Line—Various 
Railway Items. 


The Southern Pacific announces at this 
date that their entire line from San Fran- 
cisco to El Paso is clearof blockaded freight. 
The last car was moved out of the Los An- 
geles yards some time ago, and now the 
greatest blockade in the history of the road 
is officially deslaredatanend. A telegram 
was receiyed from headquarters yesterday 
announcing that five new engines had 
reached Ogden on their way out ahd would 
be at San Francisco in a short time. They 
will be immediately put on between Los 
Angeles and Lathrop, as they are most 
needed on this section, where motive 
power is scarce and the heaviest freight 
business is done. 

When these are put on there will be no 
reason for a repetition of the difficulties of 
the past two months. k of motive 
power was the whole cause of the trouble, 
and everything would have been clear three 
weeks age but for the smashup at Sumner 
where three engines were d ed and had 
to be taken out of service. 

The announcement that the road is clear 
is received with delight by the San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles merchauts and by 
the heavy fruit shippers. During the block- 
ade hundreds of cars of freight consigned to 
Los Angeles merchants were side-tracked 
between here and San Francisco, and there 
was no such thing as shipments of perish- 
able goods. A serious injury resulted to 
the Southern Pacific’s transcontinental busi- 
ness. The local railroad men are not less 
pleased than the merchants.

DEATH VALLEY. 


What Some San Bernardinoans Have 
Done There. 
[San Bernardino index. 

Death Valley is a noted section. It 
is noted all over the world. Such a 
barren waste exists nowhere else on 
this continent. To undertake to cross 
it is almost worth one’s life, of such 
vastness and sterilityis it. Water is 
nowhere to be found and vegetation 
was never known. To cross it one 
must equip himself with an abundance 
of water and food for himself and 
stock, and often then both man and 
beast perish. Along the trail which 
has been traversed for years and years 
can today be seen the bones of poor 
unfortunates who have perished from 
lack of water and food. 

It has been known for many years 
that gold and silver mines existed 
along the borders of this wonderful 
desert, which are of astonishing 
wealth. Hundreds of hardy prospect- 
ors have braved the dangers of the 
plains, but have never been able to 
make any great progress on account of 
the difficulty experienced in transport- 
ing machinery into the country. It is 
expected that relief will be obtained at 
no distant day by the advent of the 
Carson narrow-guage road, which is 
now headed for San Bernardino, and 
which will cross this great desert. 

A few days ago an Index reporter 
met Mr. Peter T. Cochrane, a resident 
of this city, and who had just returned 
from a perilous -jour #o, and from 
the valuable mines: w ‘are located 
in Inyo county. Mr. Cochrane says 
that two months ago a party of six 
miners, headed by Mr. S. M. Sterling 
of “the Bi started for the Inyo country 


for the purpose of prospecting. This 
they did for about a month, when they 
were compelled to return on account of 
the provision supply running out. Even 
the Indians were out of food, and there 
was great rustling on their part for the 
actual necessaries of sustenance. They 
made some very g discoveries, and 
Saw some mines which were paying tol- 
erably well. 

The “diggings” in this section, at 
least many of them, were very old, are 
very good, though but few are work- 
ing. In some portions there are im- 
mense gold and silver ledges, the sur- 
face croppings being wonderful. The 
country rock is porphory and slate, and 
many fine specimens were brought 
back by the party. ¢ 

Mr. Sterling has gone east to obtain 
the necessary capital for further push- 
ing his discoveries. It is his intention 
to put in a 10-stamp mill on the Inyo 
mine. This mine has a four-foot vein 
which is — wider as depth is at- 
tained. It can be traced for miles. 

The mountains around Inyo are full 
of mines and the owners are waiting 
patiently for some means. whereby they 
can obtain machinery and supplies at 
reasonable rates. At the above place 
there is no lack of water and the sides 
of the mountains are covered with the 
very best of timber for use in mines. 

As the properties are situated but 
about 200 miles from San Bervardino 
ey will, should the Carson road be 
built, be of great importance to this 
city, as they will in a great measure as- 
sist in the booming of oùr city. 

{t is the intention of the party above 
referred to to again visit the place 
during the summer and further their 
interests.

AND FLOODS CAME. 


INCIDENTS OF THE GREAT MIS- 
SISSIPP] FRESHET OF 1882. 


Widespread Disaster and Untold Suf- 
fering —Secretary of War Lin- 
coln’s Prompt and Humane Ac- 
tion—Kecollections of a Flood Ob- 
server. 


From the telegraphie reports it will be 
seen that the Mississippi River is up to its, 
old capers. The biggest flood since 1852, it 
is said, is now sweeping over the low lands 
of Arkansas, Missouri and Mississippi. In 
speaking of the terrible calamity which has 
overtaken the poor people of the Mississippi 
Valley, Maj. William R. Burke volunteered 
the following statement, which may be of 
interest: 


„As soon as I read this morning that the 
Iny levee had broken, I felt con- 
fident that there wiil a repeti- 
tion of e s of 1852, and 
1882, During the last flood I spent almost 
two months on the water, going from one 
place to another. The whole thing hinges 
on the Sny Levee, and when that breaks 
there is no power under the sun that can 
save the country. I was employed by the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat and the New 
York Herald to describe the flood, and I am 
confident that [saw more of it than any 
other man. I started out from Helena 
when the river was 30 miles wide. Thou- 
sands of animals and a great number of 
people were lost, and suffering was 
so great that it makes me _ tremble 
when 1 look back on some of the 
scenes I witnessed. It was a very common 
thing for us to find a house lodged in trees, 
and in many cases the inmates had not 
eaten anything for two or three days. The 
whole country for hundreds of miles around 
seemed to be a rushing river, and the peo- 
ple were so poor and helpless that they 
could do nothing for themselves. Almost 
immediately after the bursting of the Sn 
levee, the Governor of Arkansas aske 
assistance from the Government. He 
wanted the Goverment to turn out a steamer 
as soon as possible with a load of provisions. 
Word was sent back to him that it would 
take at least six weeks to put the Govern- 
or’s plans in operation. Secretary of War 
Lincoln saw at once that thousands of 
— would perish in the interim, so he 
made up his mind to take the matter in 
hand himself, and by so doing he captured 
the hearts of the whole South, and I believe 
the people of Arkansas think more of Mr. 
Lincoln today than any other man in the 
United States. He got a steamer out in 
three days, and for two months it made a 
trip through the flooded district every 
three days, and when it could 
not reach the sufferers, small boats were 
sent out with provisions. There is no tell- 
ing how many lives were saved through Mr. 
Lincoln’s prompt action. After the flood 
had subsided, I was sent to the Democratic 
convention in Little Bock, and the sufferers 
made me promise that 1 would thank Mr. 
Lincoln, in public, for them. I hope they 
will have as good care this time as they did 
in 1882. To show the magnitude of the 
flood, it is but necessary to say that the 
Government appropriates between $4,000,000 
and $5,000,000 annually for repairing and 
keeping up the levees. 


A PAIR OF GHOSTS. 


Santa Barbara People Excited Over 
Their Antics.

[New York Herald.| 

At length the closing testimony was 
taken yesterday before Jukge Andrews 
in the Supreme Court Special Term 
in the long-drawn-out trial of the suit 
brought by Mr. William H. Peckham 
as ministrator of Eliza Walker 
against Richard H. McDonald & Co. 

ne suit is to recover $343,000, which, 
itis claimed, the defendants should 
pay to Mrs. Walker’s estate as her in- 
terest, following her husband’s death, 
in a well-known patent medicine. . 

Mr. McVonald, the leading defend- 
ant, a millionaire banker of San Fran- 
cisco and the —— of the Pacitic 
Bank of that city, had come all the way 
from the Pacific Slope to give his 
side of the story. He is a tall 
man, with thin gray hair and whiskers, 
and answered the questions put to him 
with promptness. 

The interesting feature of his testi- 
mony was his cross-examination by ex- 
J —_ Richard Busteed, representing 
an infant claimant. The millionaire 
stated that he was born in Kentucky in 
1820, and conceded the fact that he had 
been long known as Dr. McDonald. 

“Are you a graduate of any medical 
school?“ asked the Judge. 

No.“ was the prompt response, and 
Ihave no diploma from any medical 
colle I began the practice of medi- 
cine in Illinois.” 

„Who allowed you to practice?“ 

„Jou had better go there and find 
out,”’ in an emphatic tone. 

“T want a more direct answer.” 

“I don’t know that anybody allowed 
me. > 

Continuing his testimony Mr. Mc- 
Donald stated that after practicing 
mex..cine four years in Illinois, he 
went, in 1849, to California, and there 
resumed his medical practice. 

„How were you allowed to practice 
medicine in California?“ asked the 


Judge. 

“I practiced,” replied Mr. McDonald, 
and no questions were asked. There 
was no law on the subject,“ and then 
he added in a tone of evident mingled 
ie and regret, I took a course of 

ectures and reading, and I would have 
graduated but [ did not have money 
enough.”’ 

Mr. McDonald, in response to other 
inquiries, outlined his business career. 
He went into the drug business and 
hired Dr. Spencer, his present partner, 
to become his clerk. They went into 
the sale of the patant medicine in 
question, and took in 51000 a day. He 
bought himself Pacific Bank stock till 
now he owns & good share of the stock, 
and is the president of the bank. 

Mr. Walker he described as a shift- 
less man, who could not keep money, 
and sunk over $200,000 in a patent 

ump, instead of investing it in Pacific 

ank stock and real estate, as he ad- 
vised him to do. 

Judge Andrews gave the counsel 60 
days in which to submit briefs.

The Goulds, 
Vanderbilts and Rockefellers, who 
are from time to time the 
dominant forces in the world of specu- 
lation, are very rarely the product of 
the city. They have learned to study 
cause and effect where events did not 
follow each other so rapidly, They be- 
come kings of finance because they 
were first onlookers, and found that 
the skilled navigator is he who studies 
hischart and compass, and not the

History Repeats Itself. 


There are many impressive lessons 
taught by history, and there never was 
atruer axiom than this: History re- 
peats itself.“ Such being the case, 
when the country is about to enter 
upon a Presidential campaign it is 
wisdom to look at the history of the 
two great political parties of the 
Union, and decide from the records of 
the past to which of these two great 
parties the affairs of the Nation may 
be most safely intrusted.

HINZ’S HOPES. 


A Crook’s Plea Not to Be 
Put on Trial. 


He Looks to Cleveland to Get Him Out 
His Serape. 


The Steamer Yaquina Goes Ashore at 
Little River.

SAN FRANcisco, May 18. — [Spectal.] 


fraudulently issuing Chinese return cer- 
tificates, in connection with Boyd, Ciprico 
et al., was called in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court this morning before Judge Saw- 
yer and District Judges Hoffman and 
Sabin. United States District Attorney 
Carey appeared for the Government, and 
Attorneys Dibble and Stevens for Hinz. 
Four affidavits were presented by the de- 
fense setting forth grounds on which a 
nolle prosequi should be entered. They 
allege that Deputy Collector Scott and 
Assistant District Attorney McPike had 
promised Hinz that if he would testify be- 
fore the Grand Jury regarding the cases 
he would not be prosecuted; that Hinz did 
testify before that body, and was the only 
witness on whose evidence the indictments 
were found; that, moreover, he made a 
written statement embodying this testi- 
mony, except in particulars as to McLean’s 
connection with the case, and this state- 
ment was used during the trial. Further- 
more, he stood ready to repeat this testi- 
mony on the stand should he be called on. 
Appended tothe affidavits was a copy of 
a letter written by Assistant Attorney Mc- 
Pike to Attorney-General Garland, in 
which he says that he believes Hinz a weak 
man, and because of the latter’s testimony 
before the Grand Jury, and further assist- 
ance in the Ciprico trial, that a nolle prose- 
qui should be entered in the case. 

‘Attorney Dibble asked that further pro- 
ceedings be indefinitely postponed to allow 
defeudant to appeal to the Executive for 
pardon. He contended that it was a well- 
known principle that the President might 
pardon before trial and conviction, and if 
the pardon were denied it would then be 
time to proceed with the case. 

United States Attorney Carey said that 
under the circumstances he would like time 
to examine the affidavits presented by the 
defense and to prepare affidavits. As Mc- 
Pike would not return from Los Angeles 
before Saturday night he (Mr. Carey) could 
not present counter affidavits in court be- 
fore Monday. 

The Court accordingly postponed the 
case until Monday next at 11 a.m. It is 
generally believed that the letter of Assist- 
ant District Attorney McPike to Attorney- 
General Garland will have the effect of re- 
leasing Hinz from further proceedings.

CONVENTION RATES. 


Delegates Allowed Some Reduction 
in Kailway Fares. 

SAN FnAxctsco, May 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| It is asserted that had it 
not been for the existing rivalries among 
the roads interested in the Transconti- 
nental Association, roundtrip rates to the 
political conventions at Chicago and St. 
Louis would have been made much lower 
than those announced a few days ago. The 
trouble lay in the fact that the Republican 
delegates promised to go over the Burling- 
ton and Union Pacific roads just on the eve 
of the meeting of the association here, 
Consequently the other lines were not 
favorably disposed to make a low rate. It 
is said that the two roads interested wanted 
a roundtrip rate of $60 made between the 
Pagific Coast and the Missouri River, which 
would make the rate to Chicago $72.50 and 
$67.50 to St. Louis. Butthe Santa Fe and 
other competing lines being in the majority 
would net permit it. 

The question has not yet been settled as 
to how long the lickets will remain good. 
From present indications the tickets will be 
good only for 11 days between the Mis- 
souri River and Chicago and St. Louis. If, 
therefore, the convention should continue 
in session six or seven days the Pacific 
Coast delegates would have to start back at 
once to get the benefit of the return por- 
tions of their tickets. Chairman Leeds can 
extend the time from here to the Missouri 
River, but not east of that line. 

Chairman Leeds telegraphed to John Ab- 
bott, chairman of the Western Passenger 
Association, today, asking that a longer 
limit be allowed on California tickets. 
Abbott immediately wired back that he had 
no authority to change the rule of his asso- 
ciation. Further correspondence by tele- 
graph was had with Abbott on the subject,

FLOODS. 


The Mississippi Desolating 


Terrible Scenes of Want and Suffer- 


ing Near Quincy, III. 


Hundreds of Families in an Almost 
Starving Conditien. 


Generous Relief Being Extended to the Sufferers 
—Rivers in Arkansas Also Overflowing 
and Causing Desolation—Fears of | 
Great Loss of Life. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

QUINCY (III.), May 18.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The flood prevailing along 
the Missiesippi River was never before 
equalled except in 1851. Ten days ago the 
water reached the danger point, and since 
then it has been steadily rising at the rate 
of four to fourteen inches daily, and the 
worst isto come. 

Thousands of acres are covered with 
water, and hundreds of families have been 
driven from their homes at a minute’s 
notice. The loss to the farming interests is 
simply incalculable, as the district flooded 
is the richest in the valley. On the em- 
bankment of the river hundreds of cattle, 


horses and hogs are gathered without feed. 


while across on the opposite bluff are seen 
hundreds of women and children, and deso- 
late, forlorn and despairing. 

Many are destitute and many are suffer- 
ing for food. Communication with this. 
side it entirely cut off. Every road is cov-. 
2 1 water. warehouses 
along the river are seriously embarrassed, 
and large buildings are gradually under- 
mined by the rushing waters. 

FLOOD# IN ARKANSAS. 

ALMA (Ark.), May 18.—The hardest 
rains for many years have been falling in 
Arkansas during the last two days, and 
streams are all overflowed. Immense cot- 
ton fields and corn bottoms are flooded, and 
me country is suffering a general inunda-

Quincy (Ill.), May 18.—The Quincy Whig 
today organized three expeditions to the 
overflowed districts and obtained minute par- 
ticulars of the condition of the refugees 
camped on the high lands and bluffs north 
and south of the city. In Indian Grove 
district there are 150 families ren- 
dered homeless. The majority are 

rtially sheltered in barns and other 

uidings on farms not inundated, 
A umber, however, remain in the upper 
stories of dwellings in the submerged area. 
They are suffering to some extent, but the 
attention and care of the neighbors have 
thus far prevented actual want. Those 
more fortunate, however, cannot long stand 
the drain on their limited resources. 
The scenes of desolation and depriva- 
tion have not been realized. Everywhere 
there is ruin and destruction, and the forti- 
tude of distressed people is inconceivable, 
They are not in such absolute misery and 
want, however, as are a much greater um- 

ber in the Sny district, south of Quincy. 
SCENES OF MISERY. ' 

There the roadways, biuffs and all dry 
places are occupied by persons in tenis, 
in hastily constructed sheds, in wagons and 


with no covering but the most scanty cloth- . 


ing. Women and children are weeping over 
the catastrophe which has overtaken them 
and are in ovre need of clothing and food. 
Women in many instances had totally inade- 
quate clothing. Some were without shoes 
or stockings. Children were in garbs 
only for the hottest weather at comfortable 
homes, and the men had py Haina meagre 
outfits, They are living as t they can, 
existing only until charity, which is 
already widespread, can be made avail- 
able for their relief. How many of 
these distressed there are within the Sny 
district cannot be told. It will be with the 
greatest difliculty that some of them can be 
reached. The roads, hills and little ham- 
lets are thronged with them, but the waste 
of wafer cuts off access to the communities 
most HM need of it. * 

The most important result of the trip is 
found in the report of the inspection of the 
damage to railroad property on the Illinois 
side of the river, which has heretofore not 
attracted much attention. Large sec- 
tions of several are washed 
out, and bridges and culverts 
er carried away. The force of the 
flood inside the levees was much greater 
than the previous report would indicate.

Randall Takes His Whack at 
the Mills Bill. 


He Makes a Powerful Defense of the 
Protective Policy.

McKintey of Ohio Also Shows Up the 
Measure's Iniquity. 


Breckinridge Makes a Pathetic Allusion to Mor- 
rison’s Vacant Seat—An Important De- 
cision by the Interstate Commerce © 
Commission—Other Notes.

TON (D. C.). May 18. [By the 
Associated Press.] House. The House on 
assembling immediately went inte Commit- 
tee of the Whole on the tariff. 

Mr. Anderson of lowa spoke briefly in op- 
position to the principle of protection, and 
at the close of his remarks Mr. Randall 
took the floor. 


He opened his speech by referring to the 
President’s recent message, in which the 
Executive advised Congress that the sur- 
plus in the treasury at the end of the pres- 
ent fiscal year was expected to reach $140,- 
000,000. He then quoted from the Presi- 
dent’s message, defining his position on the 
tariff and internal revenue questions, and 
said that from the utterances of the Presi- 
dent he understood the Executive to be 
averse to any reduction of internal taxes, as 
that mode of taxation afforded, in the opin- 
ion of the President, no just complaint, and 
that nothing is as well able to bear the bur- 
den without hardship to any portion of the 
people. The President further said that the 
tariff law was a vicious and illogical source 
of inequitable tax, and ought to be revised 
and modified, and the President had urged 
upon Congress an immediate expression on 
the matter, to the exclusion of all others. 
The President had asserted in substance 
that the reduction necessary should be made 
by additious to the free list and by lower- 
ing the rates of duty. 

Mr. Randall said thatin the presence of 
such language, emanating from the Execu- 
tive, it was imperatively expected of repre- 
sentatives of the people to give fair, intelli- 
gent and prompt attention to the sugges- 
tions made. He had introduced a bill, some 
of the provisions of which were at variance 
with that recommended by the President. 
The President foughtto prevent the con- 
tinuation of surplus revenue by resorting to 
changes inthe customs duties. The only 
remedy he (Mr. Randall) proposed was 
through the repeal of internal revenue 
taxes, as well as by full revision of the 
tariff, as promised the people by the Demo- 
cratic Convention of 1884. The reduction 
provided for in his bil aggregated $77,000,- 
000 on internal taxes. These taxes had 
always been last to be levied and first to be 
repealed, when no longer necessary. Jef- 
ferson had given the eathblow to excise 
taxes, the most vicious of all taxes, and re- 
ceived the thanks of the Legislature of his 
native State for having the internal taxes 
abolished. The first tax also to be repealed 
alter the ar of 1812 had been the 
excise tax, which was recommended 
by Madison, and was the first law enacted 
under the administration of Monroe. The 
Democratic convention of 1884 declared that 
the internal revenue was a war tax, and 
this declaration, taken in connection with 
the other declarations of the platform, 
clearly established the fact that the opinion 
of the convention was that some ot the in- 
ternal revenue taxes should first go, and 
that they should all go whenever a sufficient 
sum was realized from custom-house taxes 
to meet the eK penses of government econom- 
ically administered. The country is prac- 
tically in ‘such a condition now, and the 
true response of these declarations war- 
ranted the repe Il of the internal revenue 
taxes to the extent proposed in his bill. He 
favored now, as he had always done, the 
total repeal of the internal revenue taxes. 
r In the bill to which he re- 

erred it was proposed to sweep all these 
taxes from the statute books except the tax 
ot 50 cents on whisky, and he would trans- 
fer the collection of that to customs officials, 
if found practicable. With Albert Gailatin , 
he had regarded the excise taxes as offensive 
to the genius of the people, tolerated only 
as a measure of emergency, and as soon as 
occasion for them had passed away they 
should cease to exist. 

Randall then entered into an explana- 
tion of the principles upon which his bill 
had been constructed and said that if in any 
instance the rate was too low to cover the 
costof production he was ready to raise it 
and if more than needed he would lower it. 
Monopolies existed without the tariff. He 
was for.the protection of labor, not one 
State, but in all. 

Mr. Randall then analyzed the metal 
schedule of the Mills Bill, aud declared it 
would bring about incalculable injury to 
the industry of Americans. He could find 
nothing in the bill which gave a return for 
free wool. He found many inequalities in 
it, and discovered féw features intended to 
poor laboring men. He referred to 

e declarations of his colleague (Mr. 
Scott) as supercilious. He pleaded with 
his Democratic friends to not undo the 
* which had been done to the manufac- 

ing industries by the protective tariff, 
and read from Jefferson, Monroe and other 
Democratic forefathers to prove that pro- 
tection was the fundamental Democratic 
principle. He closed witha tribute to the 
results and principles of protection, and 
asked that they be maintained through the 
efforts of the party that instituted them. 

After Mr. Randall had spoken fof an 
hour, the request was made that Mr. Ran- 
dall be allowed to proceed. 

Mr. Mills objected, but the objection was 

ted with jeers and hisses by the Repub- 


icans. 
Mr. — then yielded him a portion 
of his time, and by an amicable arrange- 
ment suggested by Mr. Breckenridge, Mr. 
Randall was permitted to proceed without 
limitation of time. 

Mr. Randall said that in the execution of the 
idea of the committee to secure free raw 
materials to stimulate manufactures,” the 
bill places on the free list a large number 
of articles which are really manufactured 
articles, the constant products of large and 
useful industries throughout the country. 

t the same time it leaves on 
the dutiable list lead, iron, zinc 
and nickel o and coal, which 
might be called raw material. It not only 
makes so-called raw material“ free, but 

laces on the free list manufactured pro- 

ucts of these materials. Thus the manu- 
facture of such articles is made impossible 
in this country by reducing labor to a worse 
condition than that of Euro He criti- 
cised the leaving of an interal tax o alco- 
hol used in the arts amounting to as much 
as the entire amount of the duty collected 
on raw wool. In some cases, the difference 
between the duty im on so-called raw 
materials and articles made from them is 
so small as to destroy these industries, ex- 
cept upon the condition of leveling wages 
to those of Europe. Thisis so, notably in 
the case of pig lead and rea lead, pig iron 
steel blooms and rails. Instead o the bill

made free, and went on to show that most 
of them accrued to the benefit only of 
millionaires and monopolies. Speaking for 
-himself; he said that his convictions on 
tariff were founded on, his comprehension 
of the subject, and that he could not be co- 
_erced into any particular action upon eco- 
nomic questions by the direction of a party 


caucus. 
Mr. McKinley of Ohio followed and en- 
tered into a vigorous criticism of the bill, 
and created much amusement and applause 
by his analysis of the incongruities of the 
measures. He said that ow ng to lack of 
time ho could: Out all the ridicn- 
lous features of the bill, but he would pick

What had the bill done for the people, 
anyway? What had it donefor the farmer? 
It had taken the duties practically off 
everything he grew, off every product of 
the farm. It took the duty off wool. What 
did it — the farmer in return? Every- 
thing he bought was dutiable—the coat he 
wore, the hat that covered his head, his 
shoes, his stockings, his sugar, his rice— 
everything is dutiable. But everything be 
raised was put on the free list. he 
duty on wool was gone. What had 
the Democratic party given the farmer 
in return for this slaughter of his interests? 
He looked up and down the bill and would 
tell what it did for the farmer. It had 
givep him free sheep dip, a preparation 
used on sheep and largely of the ends of 
tobacco. The bill made the farmer’s wool 
free, but made him pay 45 per cent for the 
shears with which he clipped his sheep. 
Passing on to a discussion of the general ef- 
fect of the protective system on the people, 
he said that he cared not whether the pres- 
ent prosperous condition of the country was 
the result of protection or not. The fact 
that the condition had come with protection 
ought to make Congress hesitate long be- 
fore it abandoned the system. Gentlemen 
might try protection by any test; they might 
try it, not only by the individual prosperity 
of citizens, but 70 the advance the country 
had made in intelligence aud invention, and 
by any standard it might be tried. The 
protective system would show results that 
— — any other. New England’s pros- 
perity wasdue largely to protective tariff, 
and her prosperity had been a itive beu- 
efit to every One of the 60,000,000 people of 
the United States. He cited statistics to 
show the large amount of farm products of 
the North and West which were consumed 
in New England, and asked if New Eng- 
land was not a better market than Old Eng- 
land for the people of Uni 
States. Was not Boston a better 
consumer than London, New York 
than Liverpool, Pittsburgh than Manchester, 
Cincinnati than Lincolnshire. The oppor- 
tunity of the people of this eountry was 
next November, for if the people of this 
country went for free trade it was their 
privilege*to have it; but they must vote for 
a full, fair and candid discussion. A ma- 
— of Representatives on the floor of 
this House was not authorized to vote for 
this bill by the election of 1886. The House 
was not elected on that issue. He chal- 
lenged the authority of the gentlemen un- 
der the instructions given them by the peo- 
ple two years ago to force this measure 
through the House. He asked the mem- 
bers of the present Congress to go back be- 
fore the people and ask to be elected to the 
Fifty-first Congress on this bill and 
the President’s me Then if a ma- 
jority is returned to the next House, they 
will be authorized, aye, instructed to vote 
for this bill. Do not dodge, but meet the 
issues squarely. Make your platform in 
Connecticut the same as in the Carolinas, 
in New Jersey and New York the same as 
in Mississippi, Missouri and Tennessee. 
Then if a majority comes back you will be 
instructed to accept the British system and 
abandon the American. It is not important 
about the details of the bill. It is the sys- 
‘em that is on trial. It is whether the 
American system should be maintained or 
the British system substituted. 

He declared that the country was in an 
anomalous condition. While we were seek- 
ing to find objects to relieve from taxation, 
and other nations were engaged in explor- 
ing fields of human enterprise and human 
production to find new objects of taxation, 
all were agreed that taxation should be re- 
duced, the only contention being as to the 
manner of that reduction.

He maintained 
that one meant a free admission w this 
country of foreign goods, which could 
produced here whenever the line of 
excessive revenne was reached, and 
consequently the destruction of American 
industry. The other meant protection as 
well as revenue. It meant stimulation to 
our industries and protection of our labor in 
the fruits of its work. There were many 
illustrations of the Democratic doctrine in 
the bill. Wool wasone of them. Cotton 
bagging was another. The bill meant that 
Calcutta and Dundee should supply us with 
cotton bagging, and the countries of the 
east with wool. The Democrats since De- 
cember had been letting our own people 
take care of themselves, and trying to legis- 
late for other and foreign people. 

hen Mr. McKinley concluded, he was 
greeted with round after round of applause, 
and was immediately surrounded by his 


party colleagues, who were profuse in their 


congratulations. It was some minutes be- 
fore order was restored, and Mr. Brecken- 
ridge of Kentucky was recognized, and 
then the storm broke out afresh, gentle- 
anen on both sides of the House vying with 
the galleries in a hearty welcome to the 
Kentuckian.

PITTSBURGH, May 18.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Ben Jones, chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, who re- 
turned from the East last evening, made 
the following answers to the questions of a 
reporter ; 

“My visitto New York was on private 
business, and had not the slightest political 
significance. I regard'the prospect for the 
success of the Republican party as most en- 
cobraging, and I believe that any one of the 
prominent Presidential candidates who is a 
thorough protectionist can be elected. Un- 
doubtedly the controlling issue in the cam- 
paign will be protection of American in- 
dustries against free trade or tariff for reve- 
nue only. It will be the American system 
against the British System. Mr. Cleveland 
has made the issue squarely, and his party 
must stand by him or again unanimously 
retreat from the position and fight under 
false colors. 

No, Mr. Blaine has not appointed a re- 
siduary legatee, nor has he expressed pret- 
erence for any of the candidates. His 
wishes are that the best man may win.

I believe 
that Blaine would have been nominated by 
acclamation if he hed not withdrawn from 
the field. I donot know what he would do 
if he should be unanimously renominated 
by the Chieago Convention, but should that 
occur it would be hard to resist the de- 
mands of the party which had so highly 
honored him.

“The Chancellor, my informant 
said, sleeps from six to eight hours, 
and rises very early in the morning. 

He lies in a small, plain military bed 
of the pattern used in military camps. 
The mattress is almost as hard as a 
board, and the covering at this time of 
the year consists of a sheet and a 
woolen blanket. Many young men 
would find it next to impossible tosleep 
‘on such a couch. It is not true, as 
often reported in the newspapers, that 
the Prince eats only one meal 8 
and that that meal is prodigious.

What the Proposed Iowa Liquor 
Law Will Entail. 
[Oakland Inquirer. | 
Some of the Prohibitionists of Iowa, 
dissatisfied with the recent decision of 
the United States Supreme Court per- 
mitting interstate commerce in liquors, 
have prepared a bill for introduction in 
the State Legislature which they be- 
heve will reduce to a vanishing point 
the evil of liquor importations. 


The bill provides for the creation 
of a State inspector of liquors 
for Iowa, and is based on the. 


recognized police powers of a State to 
13 the sale of impure food or 

rink. It is easy to understand why 
people would object to an official ex- 
amination and branding of — they 
buy, especially if it involved the dan- 
ger of confiscation and public odium. 
A natural result would be to lessen 
the purchase of tke goods unless an 
absolute necessity. 

The bill provides that the Governor 
shall appoint one person, a practical 
chemist and physician, a State in- 
spector of intoxicating liquors, who, 
with the approval of the Governor 
shall appoint a suitable number o 
deputies to examine all intoxicants 
shipped into the State, without un- 
necessary delay. A common carrier 
having a consignment of such liquors 
from a point without the State must 
notify the inspector or a deputy before 
delivering the goods, stating the con- 


signor, the consignee, and the destina- 


tion. The inspector must examine and 
analyze such liquors, and make three 
certificates setting forth the kind 
and quantity and its several in- 
gredients. If the liquor be of ap- 
proved purity and free from sub- 
stances dangerous to life or harmful 


to health the inspector shall mark the 
liquor approv 


and on payment of 
a fee the common carrier is to receive 
an order to deliver the liquor to the 


consignee. If the liquor be not up to 
the standard it is to de marked con- 
demned.“ The common carrier may 
not deliver to any person in Iowa, but 


may, on paying yo

Gen. Crook in Shasta. 
Shasta Oourier.] 

A quarter of a century ago, while 
holding the positton of regimental 
commander, but only drawing the pay 
of a captain, Gen. Crook founded, by 
authority, Fort Crook, in Shasta 
county, and the hewn-log quarters of 
the soldiers, commissary store and 
other buildings were nearly all 
still standing when we last visited 
the place some 15 years ago. It was 
Gen. Crook who first broke the er 
and humbled to the dust the Pit River 
tribe of Indians, a warlike and athletic

Lake, the border line of 


the determined Modocs, whose name 
will ever be associated with the massa- 
cre of Gen. Canby and Peace Com nis- 
sioner Thomas, and the wounding of 
Meacham. In later years Crook served 
the Government in the War of the Re- 
bellion, and in the sedatory warfare 
against the Apaches in Arizona, a 
murderous tribe, which he would have 
extinguished from the earth had he 
been properly supported by the Govern- 
ment and not been thwarted at eve 
turn by those universal thieves an 
sneaking scoundrels, United States In- 
dian agents and army contractors. 
Gen. Crook is a native of Alabama, 60 
years of age, and is still agile and sin- 
ewy as in thedays when his bronze face 
and erect form was mirrored and re- 
flected back as he strode by the crystal 
waters of Pit, Fall River and Hat Creek. 

Crook’s promotions have always 
been tardy, and for the reason, as we 
believe, that the influence of the In- 
dian and contractor ring which has al- 
ways been patent at Washington, no 
matter what party was in power, has 
been hostile to advancement, and for 
the further reason that he has nearly 
all his military life been on the border 
and aloof from those political influ- 
ences which too often paves the way 
to elevation and preferment. Nomore 
sturdy, discreet or braver soldier than 
Gen. George Crook ever donned 
the uniform of this country, and 
it is with pleasure that turn- 
ing to the now faded letters 
and correspondence of record in this 
office, we read a number written by the 
hand of the redoubtable Indian fighter 
when no settler’s life was safe in these 
gem valleys of Shasta county—Burney, 
Fall and Pitt River.

A LANDMAKK GONE. 


The Old Southern Hotel at San Ber- 

nardino. 

[San Bernardino Index. | 

The old Southern Hotel, now being 
torn down to make room for a newer 
and more modern building, was in its 
prime.one of the principal landmarks 
of this part of the State, and if its old 
adobe walls could speak what a tale 
they could unfold. Alone it stood in 
the midst of the prosperous growth and 
metropolitan surroundings of the pres- 
ent day, a monument to a past decade. 
a bygone time when San Bernardino 
was the home of the Mormons and the 
very outpost of civilization. But now 
it has gone, and there is taken with it 
the only reminder left of the early his- 
tory of this city. 

The hotel was built 1 * in the 60˙8, 
by John F. and Esther Miller, of adobe 
bricks, there being none other to be 
had, which were made and sun-dried 
on the lotin the rear of the building. 
Upon its completion it was christened 
the Bella Union Hotel, and opened up 
as a hostelry to adventurous spirits that 
at that early day sought wealth in this 
land of gold and climate. It was suc- 
cessively managed by Mr. and Mrs. 
Miller, Mr. Kenniston and Mr. Brunn 
at different periods of its history, and 
upon its purchase in 1876 by Mr. Chris 

urtz, the 1 owner, the name 
was changed to the Southern Hotel, 
under which title it has opened its 
doors to the weary public ever since. 

While the dar« clouds of civil strife 
were hovering over the country, and 
man dare not even trust his brother, it 
was the home of many noted men, 
John Brown having made his head- 
quarters there while in this section, and 
it was the stopping-place of the poli- 
ticiaus and slavery agitators, Mr. Mil- 
ler being considerable of a politician 
himself during the war. Many a hot 
word-battle took place beneath its roof 
on the merits of either side during that 
fierce four-years’ dissension, 4nd me- 
thinks if those walls could speak the 
would pour forth a tale of conflict, e’e 
to the death, among the many 
rough and outspoken partisans of 
those early and bitter days. The 
block adjoining the adobe build- 
ing on the south was built by Mr. and 
Mrs. Miller, and the lot just south of 
that, now occupied by the postofiice 
block, was donated to the Masonic 
fraternity of this city by those liberal 

ple. The property whereon the 
uthern Hotel stands was bought of 
Mr. Katz by Mr. Miller some time be- 
fore the war. Mr. Miller’s health fail- 
ing him, he afterward left this city and 
went out to the Mojave desert, where 
he subsequently died. Mrs. Miller has 
since remarried and is now a resident 
of this city. 

On the event of Grant’s first election 
and while the bitter strife of the war 
was still fresh in the minds of the 
people a goss banquet and ball was 
given in the building, and it was hard 
work for the more peaceful citizens to 
revent a fresh outbreak, so bitter was 
the feeling and the factions so evenly 
divided. 

Good-by, old adobe; it is hard tosee 
the old pioneers like yourself go, but 
an era of progression has come over 
the city, and it is necessary that you 
should make way for the later and 
more extensive buildings that are re- 

uired for the city’s present needs.

when it has grown so great, it is pretty 
tough turn the cold shoulder to its 
old benefactors.

This operation was witnessed 
by a clerk, who affixed his name as wit- 
ness, and then the letter having 
reached the end of its redtape journey, 
was duly and at pa deposited inthe 
files, where it will remain as evidence 
to future generations that this petit 
larceny upon the Government was reg- 
ularly and officially atoned for. In 
case the citizen whose conscience was 
disturbed wishes to establish the fact 
that he has made restitution he can re- 
fer to the documents in the case, which 
the Postoffice Department will kindly 
preserve for him without eharge.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Pesthouse Question Goes Mer- 
rily on. 

The regular meeting of the Board of 
Health was held yesterday afternoon at the 
Mayor’s office, with Mayor Workman pre- 
siding and Messrs, Gibbs and Hanley and 
Health Officer Reese in attendance. Mr. 
Collins was conspicuous by his absence. 

Several petitions were received protesting 
against the location of the pesthouse 
in the Elysian Park, and a delegation 
of property owners personally appeared 
before the board to urge their protests. 
Mr. Scott made quite a lengthy arkumen 
in which he pointed out the absurdity o 
virtually condemning 400 acres reserved to 
the city fora park for the use of three or 
four acres. e said that if it was known 
that there was a pesthouse located on the 
park, no one would feel disposed to put any 
money into it, or into the neighborhood, us 
no one would take the trouble to investi- 
gate the matter, when there was so much 
other land to choose from; that the mere 
— of a pesthouse would frighten them 
0 


Mr. Galbraith also addressed the board at 
some length, saying that if they persisted 
in locating the pesthouse in the Elysian 
Park that the board, as well as the contrac- 
tor, could be indicted for maintaining a 
nuisance, He thought the city should pur- 
chase about 40 acres outside the city limits, 
and fence it in, and put the hospital in the 
middle of it. 

On motion, the whole matter was re- 
ferred to the City Attorney for his opinion. 

Dr. Widney of the Medical College ap- 
peared before the board, and asked that a 
member of the faculty be appointed police 
surgeon, as he could take students with him 
when there were operations to perfurm, 
which would be of great benefit to the col- 
lege, because of the educational advantages 
afforded. He recommended Dr. I. B. Ham- 
ilton, assistant professor of anatomy, for 
the position, 

Dr. Reese said that this was a ble to 
him, and on motion, the name of Dr. Ham- 
Uton was recommended to the Council for 
the place, when it was created. 

Dr. stated that there were now but 
five cases of smallpox, fourof whom were 
convalescent, ‘There had been but one case 
since the last —. He considered the 
situation very tavorable, and thought that 
the disease bad been stamped out, and that 
there would be no further traue. 

A communication was received calling 
attention to the mudtote in Fort street, 
between First and nd streets, and ask- 
ing that it be filled up. Referred to the 
Health Officer, with power to act. 

A bill of $95, for damage tea cab belong- 
ing to the City Cab Company, was pre- 
sented. The charge was made for damage 
sustained while the vehicle was quaran- 
tined. The Mayor stated that they had al- 
ready paid about $45 for this cab, and, as 
Mr. Collins knew more about the case than 
any one else, it was referred to that gentle- 
man for settlement. | 

Mr. McNeil, who has the contract for dis- 
posing of dead animals for the city, com- 
plained that parties had buried animals 
within the city limits, and refused to obey 
his instructions about this matter. Mr.

The Games Are Running in Full

CONSUMPTION. 


From consumers, “to waste away,” usually 
ap lied to the advanced stage of lung d:rease. 
The following are prominent symptoms in 
the first stage, and whenever any of them ex- 
ist a thorough examination should be made, 
with a view to arresting the disease as shown 
to exist: There is usually a sense of weari- 
ness upon a little exercise, a disposition to re- 
main passive ard idle, despondency, often 
from no apparent cause, a peculiar sensitive- 
ness te the eifect of od, and a breathlessness 
upon moving quickly, or descending a hill or 
siairs, a slight, hacking cough, with or with- 
out expectoration, excitability upon slight oo- 
casions, flying pains through the chest or 
or under the shoulder biades, The 

symp oms are mere noticeable toward or dur- 
ing the nicht, slight fever in the afternoon, 
gold feet or hands or, in many casea, biue 
lividity of the lips and roots of the finger- 


nails. 

Constitutional or tubercular consumption is 
a common form of lung disease. Tue progress 
is slow. but if left to itself is no less gure. It 
usuaily begins with a dry cough. At first
